The wltnest soemed to feel relieved aftor he
had dollvered himself of this little speeoh, and
he showed no more feeling of one kind 01

during ths rest of the time he was on
the stand. Mr. Moss, however, showed con-
siderable feeling when, on falling to get
what he wanted from the witness, he made In-
terrogatory statements which. If true, might
get Mr. Croker In trouble. Mr. Moss remlndod
the witness that he had said on Friday, in

that It any corrupt net could bn tracedto him (Crokor) ho would be willing to hnve hisright hand cut off. Mr. Moss, intimating thatIt would be Impracticable and useless to cut
oft Mr. Croker's hand, asked him whother If
It could be provon that the witness had
been guilty of dishonest acta he would
be willing to sacrifice his fortune or undergo
Imprisonment. The witness promptly said ho
would, and then Mr. Moss hinted at sevoral
dark transactions which ho may or may not be
able to trace directly to Mr. Crokor. For in-
stance, he referred to the project of John Jacob
Astor and others to form a now telophnne com-
pany and reduce telephone rates n.iving
askod thiv witness If a representative of .Mr.
Astor had called tosee him about thlsonmpany,
and having been told that such mleht havo
been tho ease. Mr. Moss asked Jf It was not a
fact that Mr. Orokcr had refused to give his
favor to the new telephone company, becnuso
he had been "soen" by representatives nf tho
Now York Telephone Company. Mr Croker
denied this nnd then Mr How wanted to know
If tho witness hud not mado nn agreement
with Charles F Cutlor. Tresldont of the New
York Telephone Company, to show a special
favor U the latter company for a pet lod of five
years In consideration of a certain fixed sum ot
money to be paid to Croker nnnually.

The witness dentod this, but the asking of
the question created something of a sensation
In the courtroom.

Tho witness tes-
tified that overtures had been made to him by
the Consolidated Ice Company to sell his busi-
ness to that company and become an employee
of the company. The offer was refused. Mr.
Moss sought to prove by this witness that be-

cause he had refused'to toll out to the Consol-
idated Ice Company the Dock Department had
refused to grant him the privileges ordinarily
granted to Icemen whose Icehouses are on the
waterfront.

Tho other witness was Peter F. Meyer, the
partner of Mr. Croker In the real estate busi-
ness. Mr. Meyer was an unwilling witness.
He was questioned about his connection with
the Ileal Estate Exchange, the removal of tho
judiolal sales ro 111 Broadway and the mo-
nopoly which the firm of 1'etorF Meyer Co
has of judicial sales Like Mr. Croker.
